Representatives from IS of 
the 32 departments met Thurs- 
day to dedde how they would 
re^rad,^. the granting of 
bonirarSElThey met again in 
smaller numbers yesterday after 
they learnt that the motion had 
been res cm d c d. 

Determined to prevent a 
similar action from occuring, 
the department presidents 
resolved to elect two voting 
members to fin the ASEC slate, 
and increase participation on

"meeting^ae^C surprised ' the 
resôssion bad been îàkm quick- 
ly, and that the meeting had not 
been publicised. ASEC 
members Peter Hoffmaim and 
Peter Dotsikas, who^ttcndcd 
the meeting, said^^^SBC^Îmd 
wanted to handle the matter 
before the open meeting on 
Thursday where it would be 
more difficult to reach consen- 
sus on any decision. 

Originally, tiie ASÉC meeting 
was to discuss what was going 
to hq>pen at the open meeting 
but, according to ASEC 
Secretary, Alan Rossy, "about 
half an hour into the meeting, it 
was decided that it would be 
best if we decided upon the mo- 
tion to resdnd and were able to 
tell the students (at the open

Vice-Presidâit' FInaiKe Peter 
Hoffmann said, "to my mind 
the issue is settled. There was 
recognition by the councQ that 
the method was not the best and 
that some members of council

Justice John H. Gomery of 
the Québec Superior Court 
issued the special rule orders in 
response to a petition from the 
lawyer for an ex-employee of 
the professor. Dr. Chun Fai 
Yam. The petition alleges that 
Holbein contravened a court 
rulmg of December 21st by 
removing notes belonging to 
Yam from the country. 

Yam is a former McGill 
research associate embrofled in 
a dispute over the ownenhip of 
an invention' which professors 
Holbein and Irving DcVoe, 
Chair of McGill Microbiology, 
are patenting. They hired Yam 
in 1982 to help them develop the 
invention. 

According to Yam's lawyer 
William Miller, Holbdn is in 
contempt of court for "spiriting 
away 55 pages of Yam's notes 
and taking them to New York 
where he handed them to his at- 
torney on December 31st. 

"Holbein admitted taking the 
notes to New York when we last 
examined him under oath," 
fdd MjIIer. 

' Holbdn will have to appear 
m court to answer the contempt

In its statement of. piindples, 
published in a November 1982 
Montreal Gazette, Le 
Regroupement called for Israd 
to recognize the Palestine 
liberation Organization, and 
for the PLO to recognize the 
Israeli state. The statement also 
demanded Israeli withdrawal 
from Ldranon and an end to all 
illegal measures in the Occuined 
Territories.

acceptance, security and respect 
between the two peoples. 

But^lCofman thinks Le

"The moderates in the PLO 
are more likely to change Israeli 
polides than the hardliners", he 
said. 

Both Le Regroupment and 
Friends of Israeli Peace Now 
seem to agree that a Palestinian 
State should be created in the 
West Bank. 

Said Savak, "We believe this 
is the only breathing space in 
; which such a nation cotild take 
place." 

Kofman's group also opposes 
Israeli annexation of the West 
Bank and favors an exchange of 
these properties in return for 
Arab recognition of Israd. 

Formed by Savak and Janet 
Weinroth, a former teacher in 
the McGill Jewish Studies 
Department, the group's 
membership is about snty per 
cent Jewish and forty per cent 
Arab.

The McGill Women's Union 
has been accused — and often 
not unjustly — of neglecting 
most women at this university. 

In an effort to reach out to 
the community, the Union is of- 
fering a women's film series 
that will begin tonight, said WU 
coordinator Christina 
Trowbridge. 

"The fihn series is takhig 
place outside of thé Women's 
Union, in a neutral territory. 
We hope by coming down from 
the fourth floor we will be more 
visible," said Trowbridge. 

The Women in Work series is 
relevant to alli women, 
"regardless of your sexual or 
political' orientation," said 
Trowbridge. 

The WU will also set up a 
book table with information on 
women in the Canadian r work 
force and the legal resources 
available, to victims of job 
discrimination. 
'^ ^ The faa is women at McGill 
i^nlSÛey are goiiiiilS^me out 
of McGill and get $30,000 jobs, 
but the reality is women make 
56 percent of what men make. 
We are trying to wake women 
up," Trowbridge said. 

The scries will give women in 
the fihn industry visibility and 
expose the audience to women 
fdnunakers in Montréal.The 
conmèrciàl film industry still 
excludes women filmmakers. 

"Most commercial films are 
made by men," she added. 

"All the films .except one are 
by women in ana around Mon- 
tréal, we are trying to connect 
isolated anglophone McGill 
women with the Montréal com- 
munity." 

Throughout the series, 



women at all ievel^of the film 
industry are acknowledged, 
from camerawomen to direc- 
tors. 

"For instance, undergraduate 
fiUnakers are only gettmg paid 
$15 for their fîhns. We are sup- 
porting underground, low 
budget women's films. We 
don't want to support anything 
like Swept Away, just because 
it's a woman director, we are 
morej^ncemed with feminist 
cdntent^that would be like sup- 
porting Margaret Thatcher just 
because she's a woman," 
Trowbridge said. . 

"We chose Scream from . 
Silence (a film with a' half an 
hour rape scene), because the 
film includes interviews with 
women that have been raped. 
We want women to raise ques- 
tions about the whole issue of 
rape, the legal system and op- 
pression," Trowbridge explain- 
ed. 

Bom in Flames is not a Mon- 
tréal fihn, but it fuses political 
ideology with an all women 
cast: a rarity in any type of fihn, 
comm^cial or otherwise. 

"It is important for women 
to attend the series because 
women need to support events 
by and for women or they will 
never make even $30,000 a 
year," Trowbridge said.

Montréal financier Irving 
Kott's extremely profitable 
stock promotion campaign for 
DeVoe-Holbein International 
N.^l^j^could be verging on col- 
lapsed^'' 

In the space of a year, Kott 
drove the value of a company 
share from five cents to $14. 

This Sunday's London Times 
reported that Kott is duping 
European stock investors in his 
promotion^^oL the company set 
up by KioGiîlTprofessors Irving 
DeVoe and Bruce Holbein. 

"Investors in this country are 
being pressured into m^ng 
doubtful, high-risk investments 
in Holland as part of share pro- 
motions organised out of 
Amsterdam, by two convicted 
Canadian Fraudsters," read 
The Times vticle. (Irving Kott 
and an ex-associate) 

McGill University owns 
100,000 of these shares. 

Tlie Times said Kott bases his 
operation on an investment 
newsletter which is being sent 
free to U.K. investors. 

According to The Times, 
"Kott is currently on trial in 
Canada for his part in an alleg- 
ed 4.4 million dollar fraud; next 
month he faces' IT- charges of 
alleged tax evasion. ' ^

Centre says press 
ignores Native coverage

The Native Friendship Centre 
of Montréal is celebrating its 
tenth anniversary, but one of its 
directors says the Centre is still < 
ignored by thé student and com- 
mercial press. 

According to Ida Williams, 
Assistant Executive Director of 
the C«BUe,jj''thae^are^JNative 
people at'McGiUaijdiFseinu to 
me that they have been 
neglected. They never get any 
publicity. 

"There are 400 Native people 
who come here (to the Centre) 
' regularily but there are about 
2,000 Natives out there that 
people do not know about," she 
said. 

Open seven days a week, the 
Centre tries to ease adjustment 
to luban settings, and promote 
Native culture. Workers there 
find jobs and shelter for people 
of Native descent who have just 
arrived in Montréal. Legal 
counselling, outreach programs 
to institutions, sports and social 
events, and cultural programs 
are offered through the centre. 

Without adequate publicity 
or awareness of odsting pro- 
grams, Williams explained, 
sterotypical images of Native 



people can only persist. 

"Your typical average person 
seems to think that every Indian 
is a drunk, aàùally alcoholism 
rates arèitîowei^ainong; native 
peoples tfian^i^the^t of the 
population, " she ssdd. 



According to the Centre's of- 
ficial report for 1983, Natives in 
cities do. éxperience a higher in- 
cidence of alcohol and drug 
related abuse than the majority 
of the population. Williams 
blamed racial discrimination 
and the lack of jobs for Native 
people for the problem. As well, 
many Natives coming to the city 
from the reserves have inade- 
quate housing. 

Criminal statistics among 



Native peoples show that most 
crimes are committed under the 
hifluence of drugs or alcohol. 

According to WUUams, "If 
the>^8ori gets anested, there is* 
more chance that he or she will 
stay in jail because he or she can 
no longer remember the crime 
after it has been committed. 
They cannot defend 
themselves." 

Established in 1974 to help 
the Native peoples of Canada, 
the centre is one of 49 in 
Canada. Six are in Québec. 

The Centre receives grants 
from the federal Department of 
Fisheries and such corporations 
as Esso and Shell.
